Yankee Club Owners File
Brief in Johnson Case

Document Holds Tat President of American League
Acted Illegally and 'Despotically Ask That

Mays Injunction Be Continued.

The fight of the 'officials of tho NewVnrlr A ti . , . . , .

League ore held up for close legal
scrutiny.

The brief asks that the preliminary
Injunction granted by Justice Luco on
August 6 last be continued and refersto tho "high handed and despotlo meth-
ods of Johnson In
pllsh his despotic and selfish purposes."

is argued in tho brief that Ban
Johnson served a personal motive. In not
suspending Mays until After ho had been
transferred by the Boston club to tho
New York club, sixteen days after thoalleged offence for which Mr. Johnson
then suspended him. Emphasis Is laid
on Mr. Johnson's admission under ex-
amination before trial that there was
feeling between him and Harry II.
Frazee. president iof tho Boston club.
Letters wero quoted to show that John-
son was expressing fear that the offers
which were being made in July, 1919, for
the Boston club might not succeed In
getting Mr. Frazee out because "Frazee
is asking such a ridiculous price."

A Trap for Frniee.
Tho brief further points out that Mr.

Johnson's course as to Mays was well
calculated to trap tho Boston club by
injuring its property and standing and
thus compelling a reduction of this
"ridiculous price" so that the offers thenbeing made for a transfer of control
might ftand a better chanco of success.

hoavlly interested financially ln the
Cleveland club which wns admittedly
negotiating for "Maya during tho time
when Mr. Johnson had taken no action ;

and that ho took no action until It be-

came evident that not the Cleveland
club but Its closest competitor ln Uia
race hud succeeded ln getting Maya

As further evidence of what tho brief
characterizes asBan Johnson's devious
and underhand methods, references Is
maae to tho fact that on July 23, 1919.
ho sent circular letters to the various
club owners (other than to Mr. Frazee)
stating to each club that tho other clubs
wero protesting against any club nego-
tiating for Mays, when, it Is claimed,
such protest had not been made. It Is
argued that the objoct of these letters
was to Induco the various clubs to pre-
judge the Mays Incident and to enter
Into an agreement which would prevent
tho Boston club from selling his con-
tract

In all these letters tho brief points
out that Johnson Bpoko as If it wero an
established fact that Mays had de-
serted tho Boston club, whereas three
days later, when It became evident that
ho was not receiving the desired pro-
tests of record, he wrote Umpire HUde-bran- d

stating, "I have never learned tho
story leading up to the desertion ot tho
Ited Sox by Carl Mays," and aBked
Hlldcbrand to seo If ho could "learn the
facts" from some of the Boston players
and particularly to ascertain whether
Manager Barrow was not responsible
for Mays's conduct nnd the fniluro of
tho Boston club to suspend him. The
brief denounces this use of umpires for
the purpose of enabling tho president of
the leaguo to Intrigue behind tho backs
of the managers and owners of teams.

Johnson I.ncIJcif'poavcr to Suspend.
Tho first legal point made In tho brief

la that under the constitution of tho
American League the president had no
nower. after the Boston club had de--

Ltermlnid that Mays had not been guilty
of desertion or breach of contract with
It to reverse Its action and to discipline
Mays for such an alleged offence, par-
ticularly as It had not been committed
upon tho ball field. The brief polnts
out that under examination before trial
Mr. Johnson had admitted that as to
the offence for which he had suspended
Mays, primary Jurisdiction had devolved
upon tho Boston club, and that no action
was possible until, upon making the
transfer to New York, tho Boston club
decided In the player's favor. Tho brief
argues that the only body that could sit
ln Judgment upon the decision of the
Boston club was the league's board of
directors.

The brief refers to tho portrayal of
Mr. Johnson, made by Mr. Baldwin, his
counsel, upon the argument, "as a sort
of superumplre, whoso pollco power, ex-
tending far beyond tho horizon of tho
baseball field, comprehended the whole
planetary system of the eight clubs,"
and the brief says:

A Baaebnll Bcbemotb.
"Mr. Baldwin's portrayal of his client

was and necessarily was that of a
sort of baseball Behemoth, of whom It
might well bo said, ln the words of Job :
'Lo, now, his strength is ln his loins, .

And his force Is in the muscles of his
belly.

He moveth his tall llko a cedar.
Tho sinews of his thlgh3 are knit to-

gether.
His bones are as tubes of brass;
His limbs are like bars of Iron.
He Is the chief of the ways of God." "

Other legal points made in the brief
are that even if Ban Johnson had thepower to reverse tho decision of the
Boston club as to a matter of discipline
concededly within Its own primary 1uris-dletlo- n

ho could-n- ot lawfully proceed
without giving notice and an oppor-
tunity for a hearing ; that Mr. Johnson
has been unable to cite any Instance
where heretofore he has undertaken to
discipline a player after a decision by
the local club In the player's favor, or
has undertaken to discipline a player
for conduct oft the ball field or such as
does not fall within the Jurisdiction of
the umpires; that the action of tho
board of directors of the American
League, taken on August H, 1919, nul-
lifying Mr. Johnson's attempted suspen-
sion of Mays, superseded and annulled
Mr. Johnson's order of suspension; that
Mr. Johnson's claim that tho Boston'
club acted ln bad faith in making Its
determination is mere afterthought for
there Is no evidence to that effect and
Mr. Johnson .did not undertake to place
his action upon that ground, and that
the interests of Justice require that the
temporary Injunction should bo con-
tinued until tho trial of the action.
